ties. Her aim has simply been, by means of 
judicious selection and careful and sympa 
thetic painting, to torm a portrait-gallery 

which shal! illustrate the characterietics of a 

given ace. 

We think that «be bas on the whole been 
very successful. The period which she has 
chosen is one which ls eminently suited for 
Diographical treatment. The public history 
of England during the reign of George IL is 
not ofa kind to which can look back 
with satie faction, or which we can «tady with 
pleasure Its foreign made 
up of ignobic, confused, alinies« 
bickerings, its domestic policy of a 
ecries of selfish s«trnueviles for place, 
No great reforms, no heroic contests, no bril 
Mant feats of arms ulustrate the dull rate of 
Walpole ana the Pelbams, and we wade 
through their tcdious and cventless annals 
With evow: avd diagust. Bat the resalt is 
Widely different if we turn from politics to 
Society. Here the scene is fall of life, variety 
and movement. It is true that the principal 
actors are not, for the most part, tronbied
